Better Safety Air Traffic Control Sought

The r e c e n t unusual number of trag­ 
ic airplane crashes is resulting in a gen­ 
eral demand that steps be taken to do 
something about the existing rules in air 
traffic which will give more protection 
to the public. 
There is outspoken criticism about the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration control 
system which, under the present high vol­ 
ume of air traffic, would seem to point to 
the fact that it is not keeping the safety 
pace equal to the rapidly developing high 
speed and huge amount of flying. 
Safety is and always has been of h i g h 
concern in this country’s air passenger 
and transport industry. The record estab­ 
lished in the past has been a good one, but 
increased traffic with highly improved 
planes needs some adjusting in avoiding 
aerial traffic jams and some of the other 
things that appear to be a cause for t o o 
many deadly accidents. 
This month a committee of the Airline 
Pilots Association has arranged a meeting 
in Chicago. It is said that some of the busi­ 
ness of this group will be to consider a 
proposal that commercial airmen refuse 
to handle jet passenger liners until some­ 
thing is done toward making the nation's 
airline routes safer. 
After completing an on-the-spot investi­ 
gation of the recent Grand Canyon a i r 
tragedy, Hep. Oren Harris (D-Ark) flatly 
asserted that CAA regulations are o u t ­ 
moded. “ We have been working under the 


same rules for 12 years," he declared. He 


indicated that the rules for instrum e n t 


(IK R ) and visual (V F R ) flight were a 11 


right when planes were less numero u s 


and much slower. However now airlanes 
are crowded and, with the advent of com­ 
mercial jets, the problem of keeping track 
of hundreds of passenger craft will be that 
much greater. 


Until the Grand Canyon accident the 
CAA seemed reluctant to make air-traffic 
controls more stringent and to require all 
p l a n e s to carry radar signalling de­ 
vices. Its reluctance was the result, in 
part, of heavy pressure from amateur pi­ 
lots and some “ non-schedM operators. 
They own all but 1,175 of the 59,000 civili­ 
an planes in the United States and do 70 
per cent of the flying. However, only nine 
per cent have the equipment and instru­ 
ment ratings to fly completely controlled 
air routes. They are fearful that strict 
electronic policing of the nation’s airlanes 
will keep most of them on the ground. 


This isn’t the w h o I e story. Congress 
must share part of the blame. It would 
cost a good deal of money — about $1 bil­ 
lion — to complete a ground-air network 
of automatic regulative equipment a n d 
lawTnakers haven’t been too anxious to 
make the investment. Perhaps now they TI 
get busy, working with CAA in laying out 
adequately supervised highways of the 
air.

No one likes to k** to a hospi­ 
tal. But for a youngster, a stay 
at the hospital might he a fright­ 
ening experience, in the begin 
ning at least 
It’s up to you parents to allay 
these natural fears of your young 
child and make his stay as pleas 
ant as possible. 


Explain Things 
The first thing to do is to try 
to give him some idea of what 
ifs all about. Tell him in simple 
terms why he is going to the hos­ 
pital and about how long he will 
have lo stay. 
Emphasise the fact t h a t the 
doctors and nurses are his friends 
and that they want to help him. 
If the patient is a small child, 
I think it’s probably a good idea 
for his mother to share the hos­ 
pital room with him. S h e can 
sleep there overnight, if the hos­ 
pital has enough beds available 
and even spend a good part of 
the day with him. 


Two Purpose* 
This serves two purposes 
First, it doesn’t separate the 
youngster from his mother at a 
time when he needs her most. 
Also, it gives the mother the feel­ 
ing that she is helping the tu n g ­ 
sten by taking an active part in 
his recovery 
If it’s impossible for her to re­ 
main with him overnight, t h e 
I next best thing is to visit him 
each da* 
If she doesn’t, th e 
youngster might feel that he has 
been deserted or punished. 
Such impressions might p r e 
maturely break the mother-child 
relationship, the strongest tie a 
youngster has During these daily 
visits, tike a few minutes to chat 
with the doctors and nurses at­ 
tending your youngster 
It will 
help them a great des! in under- 
i standing the child. 
Ask the doctors and nurses if 
it s all right to bring your young- 
j ster some toys 


Educational Toys 
lf they approve—and generally j 
it’s advisable to keep a child oc­ 
cupied during a hospital stay — 
take him some educational toys. 
Not only will they keep him busy 
for longer periods, but he will en­ 
joy them much more than simple

(1FR) and visual (VFR) flight were a 1 1 
right when planes were less numero u s 
and much slower. However now airlanes 
are crowded and, with the advent of com­ 
mercial jets, the problem of keeping track 
of hundreds of passenger craft will be that 
much greater. 
Until the Grand Canyon accident the 
CAA seemed reluctant to make air-traffic 
controls more stringent and to require all 
p l a n e s to carry radar signalling de­ 
vices. Its reluctance was the result, in 
part, of heavy pressure from amateur pi­ 
lots and some “non-sched” operators. 
They own all but 1,175 of the 59,000 civili­ 
an planes in the United States and do 70 
per cent of the flying. However, only nine 
per cent have the equipment and instru­ 
ment ratings to fly completely controlled 
air routes. They are fearful that strict 
electronic policing of the nation’s airlanes 
will keep most of them, on the ground. 
This isn’t the w h o l e story'. Congress 
must share part of the blame. It would 
cost a good deal of money — about $1 bil­ 
lion — to complete .& ground-air network 
of automatic regulative equipment a n d 
lawmakers haven’t been too anxious to 
make the investment. Perhaps now they'll 
get busy, working with CAA. in laying out 
adequately supervised highways of the 
air.

No one likes to go to a hospi­ 
tal. But for a youngster, a stay 
at the hospital might be a fright­ 
ening experience, in the begin­ 
ning at least. 
It’s up to you parents to allay 
these natural fears of your young 
child and make his stay as pleas­ 
ant as possible. 


Explain Things 
The first thing to do is to try 
to give him some idea of what 
it’s all about. Tell him in simple 
term s why he is going to the hos­ 
pital and about how long he will 
have | p stay. 
Emphasize the fact t h a t the 
doctors and nurses are his friends 
and. that they want to help hint* 
If the patient is a small child, 
I think it s probably a good idea 
for his mother to share the hos­ 
pital room with him. S h e can 
sleep there overnight, .if the hos­ 
pital has enough 'beds available 
and even spend a good part of 
the day with him. 


Two Purposes 
This serves tw*o purposes. 
First, it doesn’t separate the 
youngster from his mother at a 
tim e when he needs her most. 
Also, it gives the mother the feel­ 
ing that she is helping the young­ 
ster by taking an active part in 
his recovery. 
If it's impossible for her to re­ 
main with him overnight, t h e 
next best thing is to visit him 
each day. If she doesn’t, t h e 
youngster might feel that he has 
been deserted or punished. 
Such impressions might p r e 
maturely break the mother-child 
relationship, the strongest tie a 
youngster has. During these daily 
visits, take a few minutes to chat 
with the doctors and nurses at­ 
tending your youngster. It will 
help them a great deal m under­ 
standing the child. 
Ask the doctors and nurses if 
it’s all right to bring your young­ 
ster some toys. 


Educational Toys 
If they approve—and generally 
it’s advisable to keep a child oc­ 
cupied during a hospital stay— 
take him some educational toys. 
Not only will they keep him busy 
for longer periods, but he will en­ 
joy them, much m ere than simple 


mechanical toys. 
Before your child is discharged 
from the hospital, have another 
talk with the doctor. Learn what 
the youngster can and cannot do 
during his convalescence. 
One m o r e word of adv i c e : 
Don’t pam per the returned pa­ 
tient any more than the doctor 
has advised. After all, you don’t 
want a spoiled child on. y o u r 
hands. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
D. C.: Do electric shock treat­ 
ments for mental illness injure 
the memory? 
Answer: The memory is some­ 
times slightly altered by shock 
treatm ents. However, if they are 
needed,, this should, be no bar 
against taking them.

Vaccine Shots 


325 “Firsts” Given 
Figures Show Now 


A total of 797 young people re 
ceived free 
Salk 
polio 
vaccine 
shots at last Tuesday’s polio clinic, 
f i g u r e s compiled today by the 
County Health Department show. 
Of these, the figures show, 325 
were given first shots. The other 
472 got second shots, administer­ 
ed to those who had received 
their first shots at the original 
clinic three weeks previously. 
F i r s t shots 
administered 
to 
youngsters in the 16-to-19-year-old 
bracket numbered 52. This w a s 
“ fewer than we counted on,” Miss 
Gretchen Darlington, senior coun­ 
ty Health Department nurse, com­ 
mented. 
Youngsters in the 16 to-19-y e a r 
bracket were given shots for the 
first time at Tuesday’s clinic. Pre­ 
viously, only youngsters from one 
to 15 had been given the free ser­ 
um. 
Ten pregnant women received 
first shots, the figures 
show, 
while five others received second 
shots. 
Children under 16 receiving their 
first shots totalled 263. This means 
that a total of 764 youngsters under 
16 have now received at least one 
shot of the free vaccine. 
T o t a l number receiving f i r s t 
shots at the clinic last month was 
506, of which group 472 came back 
for seconds. The others, along with 
those who received first shots last 
Tuesday, will have another chance 
at the vaccine at the beginning of 
August.

The strike began July 15 when 
th e old one-year contract betw een 
Ohio Consolidated and the CWA I 
expired.
